Linus Pauling ae 

War Can Be Eliminated 
From World and Will Be

“I believe war can be eliminated from the world and will be,” 
stated Dr. Linus Pauling in his convocation address on the Pros- 
pects of Peace and Freedom at Sacramento State College Monday 
Dr. Pauling’s speech, part of the fourth annual Social Science 
Forum on Public Issues sponsored by the social science division 
at Sacramento State College, stressed the need for world peace 


and harmony 

“Dr. Pauling is a scientist of the first order,” stated professor 
Meivin O. Fuller, professor of physics, in introducing the speaker 
and giving a short background of his achievements. 

Dr. Pauling has recently been berated by certain officials for 
circulating a petition to abolish nuclear testing because of the 
genetic hazards involved. Dur- 
ing World War II he made 
front page headlines by refus 
ing to fire his Japanese gar 
dener 

The speaker stated that peace 
organizations were not the an 
swer to peace. He mentioned 
the groups that were in exist 
ence before the first and second 
world wars and their having no 
effect upon the outbreak of hos 
tilities. He believes in complete 
disarmament, with reasonable 
safeguards and inspection. 

Pauling gave the three pro- 
cedures that are recoramended 
most prevelantly today. The 
first, to give up the present 
policy of striving for disarma- 
ment altogether. Second, in- 
volves all of the countries possessing nuclear weapons to give up 
ail of the big bombs and promise to use only smalier nuclear bombs 
in the event of war. Third, which is endorsed by Pauling, is com- 
plete disarmament with control and inspection, 

Recently, a plan has been developed by which Russia and the 
United States could inspect one another's country a section at a 
time. This could be done by dividing the U.S, and the Soviet Union 
into 10 areas of equal military value, having these areas inspected, 
one at a time, by an international team of inspectors. This would 
qualm Russia’s main fear of having all of their military secrets 
exposed, he said. 

“My moral principle is the minimization of suffering in the 
world,” explained the speaker. He brought out the fact of people 
living under a rule that takes away their natural freedoms, and the 
many sufferings plaguing the world today. He also gave his golden 
rule. which is “Do unto others 20 per cent better than you'd have 
them do unto you, to make up for subjective error.” 

Pauling claimed that the United States possesses approximately 
125 thousand atomic bombs and Russia, 60 thousand. He also stated 
that the threat of war increases with the number of countries that

possess nuclear weapons. 
“The odds increase the square of the number of nations having 


atomic weapons.” 
Dr. Pauling is a fervent deplorer of those who would try to halt 
the disarmament talks. He believes that this is the only way to 
preserve peace. “War is immoral and ends with justice on the side 
of the victor only by chance, maybe only 50 per cent of the time.” 
In ending his talk, Dr. Pauling claimed that chemical and 
biological weapons, with more research, 
weapons in killing power

LANSING, Mich (AP)—Pub- 
lic showings of two controver- 
sial films by the State Police 
Subversive Activities Squad 
were ordered discontinued to- 
day by Gov. John B. Swainson 

The films -—— “Operation Ab- 
olition” and “Communism on 
the Map” -—- have been shown to 
four high schools in the state 
and a number of private groups 
by the police unit. 

Swainson said: 

“The films have been viewed 
by several members of my staff 
who confirm criticism that the 
films are inaccurate and dis- 
torted and thus harm, rather 
than advance, the purpose of 
intelligent anti-Communist 
program. 

“If private individual groups 
desire to sponsor the showing 
of these films, that is, of course, 
their prerogative.”
